TRIESTE OFFER 


Rome. March 23 OIA—A foreign 
ministry spokesmen said today Italy 
has flatly rejected Yugoslavia’s offer 
to .swap Trieste for the Italian city j 
of Gorilla 
Tile western allies proposed the 
return of tile free territory of Trieste 
to Italy last Saturday. Yugoslavia 
countered yesterday with an offer 
to relinquish her claims on Trieste 
if Italy will give up G orilla, to the 
north 
Tlie spokesman said: “It is clear! 
that Italy cannot accept the separa­ 
tion of a part of Italian fleah bar­ 
tered for another part of Italian 
flesh." 
No Official Offer 
The Italian answer came only a 
few hours after great throngs roar­ 
ing -"viva Trieste" welcomed Prem ­ 
ier Aicide lie O asperi and Foreign 
Minister Count Carlo Sforza back 
to Rome. 
The spokesman emphasized that 
the Italian governm ent had received 
no official word of the reported pro­ 
posal regarding G orilla, He said he 
was speaking entirely on the basts of 
press reports 
Asked what other hopes of treaty 
revision there was in regard to the 
Italian colonies, the spokesman said: j 
“On the part of France, the thesis 
has been confirmed In the most ab- j 
solute m anner th a t she wishes to* 
give Ubly adm inistration of Eritrea. | 
.Somaliland and Libia ** 
France has long been known to 
Inver letting Italy adm inister these 
colonies, which the peace treaty vir­ 
tually .stripped from her Russia also 
has stated willingness to have ad ­ 
m inistration of Hie colonies revert 
to Italy.
